and thus ſaying, be ſtart from his þed,and gan to walke 
towards the window: but the venimous ſerpent which 
(as befoze rehearſed) had ſtong bim, could not bee con- 
tent that theſe medicines applied by the mouth of his 
gentle Piſtreſſe,ſhould ſo ſone reſtoꝛe him to gueriſon. 
And although in ded they were ſuch Mythrydate to F. 
7. as that they had nowe expelled the rancour of the poy- 
ſon,ypit that ougly helliſh monſter had left behinde bir in 
the moſt ſecret ofhis boſome, ( euen betwene the mynd 
and the man)one of hir familiars named Suſpect, which 
gan woꝛzk in the weake ſpꝛites of F. 7. efecs of no leſſe 
perill than befo2ze he had conceyued: his head ſwelling 
with theſe froubleſome topes, and his hart ſwimming in 
the tempeſts of toſſing fantaſie ; he = bis legges ſo _

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ble, that he wascdfrained to lye down on his bed again, 

and repeating in his -own-remembzaunce-cuery weozp 

that his Miſtres had ſpeken vnte him, he gan to dzeade, 

that ſhe had brought the willow bzaunce to beate him 

with, in token that he was of hir fozſaken: fo2 ſo louers 

f doe moſt commonly expound the willcwe garland , and

who in derd may well be counted a very limbe of the Dt- 

uill. Many peares ſince, one of the moſt dzeadful daſtards 
in the wozlo, and one of them that firſt deuiſed to weare 
bis beard at length, leaſt the barbo2 might do him a good 
turne ſoner than he loked foz it, and pit not ſo ſone as 
he deſerued, had builded foz his lecuritie a pile on the hy- 
| cheſt and moſt inaccefſible mount of all bis Territozies: 
the which being foztified with ſtrong walles, and enui⸗ 
roned with deepe ditches, had no place of entric, but one 
'onelpdene ſo ſtreight and narrow, as might by any poſs

| aſcended vp a ladder. a ſo creeping thoꝛough a maruclous

il but onely of them two, dim by night he truſted with the 
f ſcout of this pꝛety pallage, hauing neverthelcſſe betwene

[i | dꝛiple barres:and befozeniltapozt coulcy of Iron: nep⸗ 
[ _ ther yitcouldhebeſohardy astbſlep vntil he had cauſed 
1 -a garvofferuaunfes (home he kept abꝛoade fog: that 
N purpoſe)to ſcarche all the cozners adiopning to his 4 
tree, 
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treſſe, and then betw2ne fearfull ſweate and chyuering 
told. with one £22 0y2aam the other cloſed, he ſtole ſom⸗ 
times a bzoken ſlpe, deuided with many terrible dꝛea⸗ 
mes. Ja this ſo2f;the w2etch lined all to long, vntill at 
jaſt his wife being not able any longer to ſuppozte this 
helliſh life, grew (o hardy,as with his owne knife to diſ⸗ 
patch his carkas oat of this earthly purgatoꝛp:the which 
being done. his ſoule (and good reaſon) was quickly con- 
ueped by Carone unto hell: there Ridamanthus Judge of 
that benche, tommaunded him quickly to be thꝛuſt into a 
bopling poole: and being therein plonged verp often, he 
neuer ſhꝛiked oz cryed, 4 ſkalde, as his other compani⸗ 
ans there cried, but ſeemed ſo lightly to eſteeme it. that 
the Judge thought meete to-condempne him vnto the 
malt terrible place, where are ſuch toꝛments, as nep⸗ 
ther penne can w2ite, tongue expꝛeſſe, o2 thought cons 
cepue: but the myſer (euen there) ſeemed to \mple and 
to make ſmall accompt of his puniſhment. Radamant hus 
heceof enloꝛmed ſent foꝛ him, and demaunded the cauſe 
why he made ſolight of his durante: he aunſwered that 
whyles he liued on earth, he was ſo continnally afflicted 
and oppꝛeſſed with ſuſpicion,as that now (only to thinke 
that he was out of thoſe meditacions) was ſafficient ar⸗ 
mour to defend him from all other tozments. R dam an- 
th:u afomed hereat, gan call togither the @enafo2s of 
that kingdome, and pꝛopounded this queſtion, how + by 
what pumſh2aent they might deniſe to touche him ac- 
ca2ding to his deſerts? and herupð fell great diſputation, 
at laſt heiug cõſide red that he had already bin plonged in 
the moT vnſpeakable toꝛments, : therat litle oz nothing 
bad chaunged coittenace,therwithall p no ſoule was ſent 
vnto thẽ to be rolieued ofhis (mart, but rather to be puni 
ſhed fo2 his foꝛmer delights:it was cũõcluded by þ general 
coũcel,̊ he ſhaidbe oftſones ſent into pᷣ woꝛld t᷑ reſtoꝛed 
ts the ſame body, wherein he firſt had his reſiance, ſo to 
remain fo perpetuity,and neuer to depart noz to _ 
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Thus this body and ſoule being once againe vnited, and 


now eftſones with the ſame peſtilence infected, hee be⸗ 
came of a ſuſpicious man Su picion it ſelle: and now the 


wꝛetch remembꝛing the treaſon of his wyfe, who had ſo 


willingly diſpatched him once befoze, gan vtterly abhoz 


' hirandfledhir company.ſearching in all countries ſome 


place of better aſſurance:and when her had in vayn trode 
on the moſt part of the earth, he embarkedhimſelf to find 
ſome vnknowen Jland wherein he might frame ſeme 
new habitacion, and finding none ſo commodious as hee 
deſired, he foztuned (ſayling along by the ſhoare]to eſpie 
a rock. moꝛe than ſire hundzeth Cubits high, which hong 


 ſoſuſpicioufly ouer the ſeas, as though it would thzeaten 
to fall at enerplittle blaſt: this did Suſpicion Jmagins 


to be a fit foundation whereon he might buyld his ſecond 
Wower: hee fozfaoke his boate, and trauapled by land to 
eſpie what entrie oꝛ acceſſe might be made vnto þ ſame, 
and found from land no maner of entrie oz acteſſe, vn⸗ 
leffe it were that ſome curteouſe Byꝛd of the ayze would 
be Ambaſſadour,oz conuey ſome Engins, as whilom the 
Cagle did carrie Ganymedes into heauen. Be then retur⸗ 
ned to Seas, and appꝛoching neere to his rock, founde a 
ſmall ſtreame of freſh water iſſuing out of the ſame ints 


the Seas: the which, although it were ſo little and ſo 


ſtraight, as might vnethes receinea boate of bignes to 
carry one liuing creature at once, vit in his conceipt hee 
thought it moze large and ſpacious than that bzoad way 
called of our fozefathers V appia, oz than that other nas 

med Flaminia: hit abandoned his bark, and putting of bys 
clothes,aduftured(foz be was now aſſured not fodzown) 
to wade and ſwim againlt the ſtreame of this vnknown 
b:ake, the which (a wotwzous thing to tell, and ſ karcely 
to be beleged) came down from the very top and height 
of this rock: and by the way be found fix ſtraight e dans 
gerous places, wher the water ſ@med to ſtay his courſe, 
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paſſing vnder ſire ſtraight and lowe bzidges, and hard by 
every of thoſe plates, a pple rapſed vp in manner of a 
Bul wozke, the which were hollow, in ſuch ſozt as lodg⸗ 
inges and other places necefſary might in them commo⸗ 
dioully be deviſed, by ſuch one as coulde endure the hel⸗ 
liſhnes of the place, Paſſing by theſe hee attayned with 
much payne vnto the toppe of the Rocke, the which hee 
found hollowed as the reſt, and farre moze fit fo his ſe⸗ 
curitie,than otherwiſe apt foz anycomoditte. There gan 
ſuſpicion determpne to neſtle him ſclfe, and hauing now 
placed ſix choſen pozters,to wit,( Dread, Miſtruſt.

nually like to a ſhʒich owle to keepe the watch waking, 
neuer content to ſleepe by day oz by night. But to be ſure 
that he ſhoulde not ouerſlerpe him ſelfe, gan ſtuffe his 
couch with Pozpentines quilles, to the ende that when 
heauy flepe overcame him, and he therby ſhould be cons 
ſtrapned to charge dis pallad with moze heauie burden, 
thoſe plumes might then pꝛicke thzough and ſo awake 
him. Bis garments were ft&le vpon Jron,and that Zron 
bppon Jron, and Jron againe , and the moze he was ar⸗ 
med, the leſſe he truſted tobe out of daunger. He chopped 
and changed continually now this,now that,new keyes, 
new lockes, ditches newe ſkowzed, and walles newly 
(foztified,and thus alwayes vncontented liueth this w2et- 
ched helhound Sa picion in this helliſh dungion of habita- 
tion, from whence he neuer remoueth his fote, but only 
in the dead v ſilent nights, when he may be aſſured that 
all creatures(but him ſelfe)are whelmed in ſoondflepe. 
And then with ftealing ſteps be ſtalketh about the earth, 
enfecing, tozmiting,and vering al kinds of people with 
ſome part ofhis afflictions, but Ty ſuch as either 
Jo do 
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i do ſit in chapꝛe of greafeft dignitie and eſtimation, oꝛ els 
ji ſuch as haue atchiued ſome deere and rare empꝛiſe: Thoſe 
þ aboue al others he contpnually galdeth with-freſh woũds 
| ok dꝛead, leaſt they might loſe and fozgo the romes wher 
| | unto with ſuch long trauaple and god happes they had 
f attepned, and by this meancs percaſe he had crept into 
the boſome of F.?. who {as is befo2e declared) did carſt 
ſwimme in the depelt ſeas of earthly delightes. Nowe 
then I muſt thinke it high time to retoꝛne vnto him, who 
being now thꝛonghfeblenes eftſones caſt downe vppon 
his bed, gan caſt in his inward meditations all thinges 
paſed, and as one thzoughly: puffed. vp and filled with 
one peeuiſhe conceipt; could thinke vppon nothing elles, 
and vet accuſing his owne giltie conſcience to be infected 
- with icloſte, did compyle this tranſlation of e-£r:05t oc:

res, and what with the tozmeting paſſions of loue) pale, 
wan, and full of w2inkles, neuertheleſſe, J haue therby 
gapned thus much, that at laſt q haue wond my ſeifcleere 
out of Cp:ds cheines, and remain careleſſe at libertic. 
Now marke to what end J tell you this: firſt vii. peares 
paſed in the which J could neuer be content to yeeld vnto 
his tuft deſires: next other vii. peares J ſpent in ſeeking 
to retouer his loſt loue:and ſithens both thoſe vii. peares, 
there are cuen now on ſaint Valentines day laſt, other vii. 
peares paſſed, in the which ( neither J haue deſired to ſee 
him) noꝛ he bath coueted to heare ofme. y parents now 
perceiuing how the crowes fot is crept vnder myne epe, 
and remembꝛing the long ſute that this gentlema had in 
youth ſpent on me conſidering therewithall that grene 
youth is well mellowed in vs both, haue of late ſought to 
perfwade a marriage betwene vs, the which the Knight 
hath not refuſed to heare of, and J haue not diſdained to 
thinke on: by their mediation we haue bin ektſwnes 
bꝛought to Parlee, wherein ouer and beſides the ripping 
vp of many old griefes, this hath ben chiefly rehearſed 
_ obiecedbetwene vs, what w2ong and ininry eche of vs 
hath done to other , and hereabouts wee haue fallen to 
ſharpe contention: he alledged, that much greater is the 
w2ong Which J haue done vnto him, than that repulſe 
which hee hath ſithens vſed to me: and J haue affirmed 
the contrary,the matter pit hangeth in variance. Nowe, 
of you woꝛthy Gonernour J would be moſt glad to heare 
this queſtion decided, remembꝛing that ther was no dif- 
ference in the times betwene vs: and ſurelp, vnles pour 
iudgement helpe me, Jam afraide my marriage. wilbe 
marred, and J may goe lead Apes in hell. F. J. aunſwe⸗ 
red, god Pergo, Jam ſozy to heare ſo lamentable a diC- 


courſe of your luckles loue, and much _ ſozier, in that I 
g mu 
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mult needes giue ſentence againſt vou: fo2 ſurely great 
was t e wꝛong that either of vou haue done to other. and 
areatcr was the needeleſſe grief which cauſeleſſe eche of 
vou h ath conceiued in this long time, but greate ſt in my 
iudg e ment hath ben both the wꝛong and the grief of the 
Nni ght, in that notwithſtanding his deſerts (Which your 
ſelf confcfſe)}he neuer enioyed any guerdene of loue at 
pour handes: And you (as you alledge) did entoy his loue 
ol long time togither, ſo that by the reckoning.it will fall 
out (althsugh being blinded in yotir owne tonceppt) vou 
ſee it not, that of the one 4 twenty peares vou enioped his 
lone vii.at the leaſt, but that euer he enioped pours wee 
cannot perceiue. And much greater is the wꝛong that re⸗ 
wardeth euill fo2 good, than that which requircth tip foz 
tap: further, it ſecmed that where as you went about in 
time to trie him, pou did altogither loſe time which can 
neuer be recouered: and not onelp loſt pour owne time, 
whereof you would ſemc now to lament, but alſo cum⸗ 
pelled him to leeſe his time, which he might (be it ſpoken 
without offence to you ) haue beſtowed in ſome other 
wozthy place: and therefo2e, as that grief i is much grea⸗ 
ter which hath no kind cf cofozt to alla it, ſo much moꝛe 
is that w2ong which altegitber without cauſe is offered. 
And I (ſaid ergo) muſt nedes think, that much eaſier is 
it foꝛ them to endure arief which neuer taſted of toy, and 
much lice is that wꝛong which is ſo willingly pꝛofered 
to be by recompente reſto2ed:fo2 if this Knight will cons 
feſſe that he neuer had cauſe foretoice in all the time of 
his ſeruite, then with better cotentation might he abyde 
griet᷑ than J, who hauing taſted of the delight which J did 
fecretly tõceiue ot his deſerts, do think ech grief a pꝛeſent 
death by the remembꝛance of thoſe fozepaſſed thoughts: x 
leſſe w2ong ſeemeth it to be deſtitut of p thing which was 
neuer obteyned,than to be depzinedofa iewell whereof 
we haue bin already poſſeſſed: ſo p vnder pour * 
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I might c5clude, that greater hath bin my griet e injury 


ſuſteined,than that of the night. To whom F.. replted, 
as touching delight, it may not be denied but that eue ry 


louer doth take delight in the in ward cõtemplacion of his 
mind, to think of the woꝛthines of his beloued, x therfo2e 
you may not alledge that theJkmght had neuer cauſe to 
reioice, vnleſſe pou will altogithor cõdempne pour lelf of 
vnwoꝛthines: Pary if you will ſay that he taſted not the 
delights that louers ſeke,then mark, who was the cauſe 
but pour ſelſ: And if you would accuſe him of like ingrati⸗ 
tude, foꝛ that he diſdained you in the latter vii. eres, whe 
as he might by accepting your lone, haue ret õpenced him 
ſelk of all foꝛmer wꝛongs vou mult remeber ther withal, 
that the crueltie by vou ſhewed towards him was ſuch, 
could by no meanes perceiue that your change pꝛocteded 
of god will, but rather eftſones to hold him enchained in 
vnknown links ok ſubtil dealings, ⁊ therfoꝛe not without 
cauſe he douted yours vit without cauſe you reieced him. 
He had ofte ſought occaſion, but by pour refuſats he could 
neuer find him: vou hauing occaſid fait by the fozetop did 
dally with him ſo long, til at laſt be ſlipped his head from 


vou, t then catching at the bald noddlc, you foũd your ſelf 


tauſe, pit you would accuſe another. TL o coclude,grea 
ter is the grief that is ſuſteined without deſert,and much 
moꝛe is the wong that is otfred without cauſe. Thus F. 
7. decided the queition pꝛopounded by Pergo, + expected 
that ſome other Dame ſhould pzopoad another: but his 
miſtres(bauing hir hand on another halfpeny ) gan thus 
ſay vnto him, Dernant this paſtime is god, and ſuchas J 
muſt nerds lie of.to dꝛiue away your penſiue thoughts: 
but ſle ping time appꝛocheth, 4 I fearc we diſquiet vou, 
whcrefo2ethe reſt of this time we will (if ſo like vou) be⸗ 
ſlowe in trimming vp your bed and to moꝛrow we ſhall 
miete here and nene w this new begon game with Pa- 
dame Perge, Miſtres(qd F. 7.) I muſt obey your will, and 
moſt humbly thanke you of pour great goodneſſe, and 
J. ij. all 
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all theſe Ladies foꝛ their curteſie: Euen ſo, requiring pot 
that pou will no further trouble pour ſelues about me, 
but let my leruaunt alone with conducting me to bed. 
Pes ſeruaunt quod ſhe)J wil ſer if you can ſleepe any bet⸗ 
ter in my ſhetes: and there with commaunded hir hands 
mapd to fetch a paire of cleane ſhetes, the which being 
bought (maruailous fine and ſwerte) the Ladies Fraun- 
ces and Ehynor did curteouſiy vafold them, and lapd them 
on the bed, which done, they alſo entreated F. 7. to vn⸗ 
cloth him and go to bed: being layd, his Piſtres dꝛeſſed 
and couched the clothes about him, ſithens moiſtened his 
temples with roſewater, gaue him handkerchewes and 
other freſh linnen about him, in doing«wherof.ſhe whiſ⸗ 
pered in his eare, ſaping: Seruaunt, this night J will bee 
with ther, and after with the reſt of the Dames gaue him 
good night and departed, leauing F. 7. in a traunte bet⸗ 
wene hope and dil payꝛe, truſt and miſtruſt. Thus he lay 
rauiſhed, commaunding his ſeruaunt to goe to bed, and 
fapning that himſelf would aſſay if he could lleepe. About 
ten oꝛ eleauẽ of the clock came his Piſtreſſe in hir night 
' gowne, who knowingall pꝛiuy wayes in that honſe ve⸗ 
ry perfectly,had conueied hir ſelfinto F. J. chamber, vn⸗ 
ſeene and vnperte pued, and being nowe come vato his 
beds ſide kneleddown, and laying hir arme ouer him 
ſaped theſe oz like woꝛdes: Py god Seruaunt, if thou 
kneweft what perpleriteis J ſuffer in beholding of thine 
inſirmities, it might then ſuffiſe, epther vtterly to vzyue 
away thy mallady, oꝛ much moꝛe to augment thy griefs: 
foꝛ A know thou loneſt me and à think alſo that thou haſt 
had ſuffictent pzofe of mpne vnfained god will, in re⸗ 
memb2ance whereof, J fall into ſundzy paſſions: Fir ſt, J 
compt the happy lots of our firſt acquaintance, and ther 
in J call to mynde the equalitie of our affections, foz J 
think that there were neuer two louers coniopned with 
freer conſent _— pee and if my CY deli- 
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nery of yeelding woꝛds be not wꝛeited hereafter to my 
, condempnacion, IJ can then aſſure myſelf to eſcape foz e- 
wer without deſert of any repꝛofe: herewithall J can not 
koꝛget the ſundꝛy aduentures happened ſince we became 
one hart deuided in two bodies, all which haue ben both 
happily atchieued, and delectably enioped: what reſteth 
then to conſider but this thy pꝛeſent ſtate? The fir ſt coꝛo⸗ 
fine that J haue felt, and the laſt cozdiall that Jloke fog, 
the end of my iopes, and the beginning of mp tozments, 
and hereat hir ſalt teares gan bathe the dying lips ol hir 
feruaunt: who hearing theſe woꝛdes, and well conſide- 
ring hir demeano2,began now to accuſe hini ſelfe of ſach 
and ſo hapnous treaſon, as that his gilty harte was con- 
ſtreined to yelde vnto a tuft ſcourge foz the ſame, er 
ſwoned vnder hir arme: the which when ſhe perceyned,. 
it were hard fo tel what feares vidmolt affright hir. But 
J haue heard my friend F. /. cdfeſſe, that he was in a hap⸗ 
py traunte, and thought himſelf fo2-diners cauſes vnhap⸗ 
pely reuiued. Fo2 ſurely J haue heard him affirme, that 
to dye in ſuch a paſſion had ben rather pleaſant, than like 
to panges of death. Jt were hard now to rehearſe how her 


was reuiued, ſince there wer none pꝛeſent, but he dying, 


(who could not declare)t ſhe liuing.whowold not diſcloſe 
ſo much as J meane to bewzay, Foz my fried F.. hath to 
me empozted;that returning to life, the firft thing which 
he felt, was that his god miſtres lay pzeſſing his bꝛeſt w 


the whole weigh: of hir body, and biting his lips with hir 


kriendly teeth: and peraduenture ſhe refrapned (either of 
curteſie towards him, oꝛ foz womaniſh feare, to hurt hir 


tender hand) to ſtrik him on the cheekes in ſuch ſo2te, as 


they doe that ſtriue to call agapne a dying creature: and 
therefo2e thought this the apteſt means ts reduce him 
vnto remembzance. F./. now awaked, could no leſſe do, 
than ofhis curteous nature retepue his Diſtrede into 
bis bed: Mho, as one that knew 9 4 better, — 
ih. 0 
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how to help his \woning, gan gently ſtrip of bir clothes, 
and louingly embꝛacing him, gan demaund ol him in this 
ſoꝛte. Alas good Seruaunt (quod ſhe) what kinde of ma⸗ 
ladie is this that ſo extremely doth toꝛment ther: F. 5. 
with faynting ſpeech aunſwered : Piltrefſe,as foꝛ my ma⸗ 
ladie, it bath ben eaſely cured by pour bountifull medt- 
tines applied: But Jmuſt conkeſſe, that in recciuing that 
gueriſon at pour handes, J haue ben conſtreined to fall 
into an Extaſie, thzongh the galding remembꝛance of 
mpne own vnwozthines: Neuertheleſe god Piſtreſle, 
fince J perceine ſuch fidelitie remayning betwene vs, as 
that ewe wozdes will prrlwade ſuch truſt as loucrs 
ought to embzace, let theſe fewe wozdes ſuffiſe to traue 
pour pardon, and doe eftſones pow2e vpon me pour vn⸗ 
woꝛthy ſeruaunt) the haboundant waues of pour accuſto- = 
med clemency: foꝛ J muſt confefle, that J haue ſo highly 
offended pou, as (but your goodneſſe ſurpaſſe the malice 
of my conteipts) J muſt remapne (and that right wooz- 
thely) to the ſeacre puniſhment of my deſertes : and ſo 


ſhould vou but loſe him who hathcaſt away him ſelf,and 
neither can accuſe you, noz dare excuſe him ſelfe of the 
trime. Dame £/y»or,who had rather haue found bir ſer⸗ 


uaunt nt perfectly reutued, than thus with ſtraunge cons 
ceipts encombzed: and muſing much at his darke ſpirch, 
became impoztunat to know p certainty of his thoughts, 
And F. I. as one not maiſter of him ſelfe,gan at the lat 
playnly confeſſe howe he had mill ruſted the chaunge of 
hir vowed affections: Pta and (that moꝛe was) he playn⸗ 


Iv erpꝛeſſed with whom, of whom, by han any too 


whom ſhee bent hir better liking. 

Now, here A woulddemaund of you and ſuch other 
as are expert: Js there any geater impediment to the 
fruition ofa Louers delights, than to be miſtruſted:? oz 
enen w_ e race all loue and fozs 
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mer god will dut of remembzance, to tell a gilty mpnd 
that you doe miſtruſt it? Jt ſhould ſeeme pes, by Dame 
£lynor, who began nowe to take the matter whottely, 


and of ſuch vehemency were hir fancies, that ſhe nowe 


fell into flat defiance with F. /. who although he ſought 
by many faire woꝛdes to temper hir chollerike paſſions, 
and by yelding him ſelfe to get the conqueſt of an other, 
pet could her by no meanes determine the quarrell. The 
ſofte pillowes being pꝛeſent at all theſe whot woꝛdes, 
put foꝛth themſelues as mediatours fo2 a truce betwene 


theſe enemies, and deſired that (if they would needes 


fight) it might be in their pꝛeſente but onely one paſſhe 
of the pike, and ſo from thencefozth to become friends as 
gain foz euer. But the Dame denied flatly,alleadging 
that ſhee found no cauſe at all to vſe ſach curteſie vnto 
ſuch a recreant, adding further many wozdes of great 
repꝛoche: the which did ſo encourage F. 7. as that hauing 
now foꝛgotten all foꝛmer curteſies, he dꝛewe vppon his

lat when ſher came to hir ſelfe, ſhe roſe ſodeinly and de⸗ 
termined to ſaue hir ſelfe by flight, leauing F. 7. with 
many diſpytefull wo2des, and ſwearing that hee ſhould 
neuer (eftſwaes) take hir at the like aduatage, the which 
othe ſhe kept better than hir fozmer p2ofeſſed good will: 
and hauing nowe recouered hir chamber ( bicauſe ſhee 
founde hir hurt to be nothing daungerous) J doubt not, 
but ſhee ſlept quietly the reſt of the night : As F. 7. al⸗ 
ſo perſwading himſelfe that he ſhould with conuenient 


leyfure reconcr hir from this hagger conceipt,tooke fome 


better reſt towardes the mozning , than hee had done

leaſure bee ſhoulde fynte ſome ſalue foz that ſooze alſo: 
be determ ned to take the tom loꝛte of his aſſured Zope, 
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and ſo to expell all venomnes of miſtruſt befoze re» 
cepued ; wherfo2e rapſing him ſeike in his bed, he caſt a 
night gowae about his ſhoulders ſaying: It hall neuer 


| beſayd that my fapnting hart can reiect the comfoztable 
Coꝛdialles of ſo frcendly phiſttions. Howe by my troth 


well ſaped gentle Trat quod Dame Fraunces, and in ſo 
doing aſſure pour ſelfe of gueriſon with ſpeed. This thus 
ſayed, the curteous Dame became his keruer, + he with 
A bold ſpirite gan taſt of hir cokery, but the late conflicts 
of his conceipts had ſo diſaquaint ed his ſtomack from re⸗ 
paſtes, that he could not well away with meate : and yet 
neuertheleſſe by little s little receyued ſome nourpture. 
When his Hope had crammed him as long as ſhe coulde 
make him feede, they deliuered the reſt to the other gen- 
ttewoman, who haningnot dyned, fell to hir pꝛouander. 
Jn which meane while the Lady Fraunces had much cõ - 
foztable ſpeech with F. p. and declared that ſhe perceyued 
very well the cauſe of his malladie, but my Truſt (quod 
che) be all whole, and remember what 4 fozetold pou in 
the beginning: neuertheleſſe you muſt thinke that there 
are remedies fo2 all miſchicfes,and if pou wilbe ruled by 
mpne aduiſe, we will ſone find the meane to eaſe pou of 
this miſhap. F. 7. toke comfoꝛte in hir diſcretion, and 
kreendly kiſſing hir hand, gauc hir a cartlode of thankes 
koꝛ hir great good will, pꝛomiſing to put to his vttermoſt 
fozce,and euermoze to be ruled by hir aduiſe. Thus they 
paſſed the dynner while, the Ladie Fraunces alwapes re- 
fuſing to declare hir conceipt of the late change which ſhe 
percepued in his Piſtreſſe, foz ſhe thought beſt firſt to 
wyane his will vnto confo2mifie by little and little, and 
then in the end to perſuade him with neceſſitie . When 
the other gentlewoman had vytayled hir, they departed, 
requiring F.7. to ariſe and boldly to reſiſt the fayntneſſe 
of his feuer, the which he pzomiſed and ſo bad them a Die. 
Lhe Lavyes at their returne found the courte in — 
97 
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Elynors chamber, who had there aſſembled hir ſecretary, 


Dam Pergo, and the relt: there they paſſed an hower az 

twapne in ſundzy diſcourſes, wherin Dame Pergodidal- 

waies caſt out ſome bone foꝛ Miſtreſſe Fraunce to gnaw 

vppon, fo2 that in dede ſhe percepued hir harty affeaion 
towardes F.: whereat Piſtreſſe Fraunces changed no 

countenaunce,but reſerued hir revenge vntili a better 
apoꝛtunitie. At laſt (quod Dame Fraunces vnto Bilkreffe 
Elinor) and when will vou go vnto pour ſeruaunt fayze 
Lady? When he is ficke and Jam whole quod Dame E- 

ynor. That is euen now quod the other, foz how ſicke ha 
is pour ſelf tan witneſſe: and how well you are we muſt 

beare reco2d, Vou may aſwel be deceiued in my diſpoſtti⸗ 
on( quod Dame Ehnor )as J was ouerſtene in his ſodain 
alteration, and if he be ſicke pou are meeteſt to be his phi⸗ 
ſition: fo2 pou ſawe peſterdap that my paines did little 
p2ofite towardes his recofozt. Yes ſurely ſapd the other, 

not onely J but all the reſt had occaſiõ to tudge that your 
curteſie was his chiefe comfo2t, Mell quod Dame Elinor 
you know not what 4 know. Noz pon what J think quod 
Dame France. Thinke what you. lift quod Elynor, In 
deede quod Frances J may not thinke that you care, neis 
ther will J die foꝛ your pleaſure : and ſo halfe angry ſhe 
departed, At ſupper they met againe , and the Maiſter 
the houſe demaũded ol his daughter Frances how F.?. 
did? Sir (quod ſhe) he did eate ſomewhat at dinner, and 

ſithens J ſaw him not, The moꝛe to blame quod he, and 
now J would haue al you gentle women take of the beſt 
meates and go ſuppe with him: foz company dꝛiueth as 
wap carefulneſſe, and leaue vou me here with pour lea⸗ 
uinges alone. Nay ſir quod Miſtreſſe EHynor, J pzay you 
giue me leaue to beare pou company,.fo2 J dare not ads 
uenture thither. The Loꝛd ot the Caſtle was contented + 


diſpatched away the reſt: who taking with them ſuch vp⸗ 
andes as they thoaght meeteſt, went vnto F. I. chamber, 
B. iij. finding 
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fynding him vp, and walking about fo reconer ffrength, 

whereat Dame France rrioyſed, and declared how hir 
father had ſent that company to attend him at ſupper. 
F. r. gaue great thankes, and miſſing now nothing but 
his Miſtreſſe, thought not good pet toaſke fo hir, but 
betauſe he partly geſſed the cauſe of hir abſcnce , he con- 
tented him ſelfe, hoping that when his lure was newe 
garniſhed, he ſhoulde eaſcly retlayme hir from thoſe coye 
conceiptes. They paſſed ouer their ſupper all in quiet, 


and ſone after Piltreſle Fraunces, being deſirous to re- 


quite Dame Per gees quippes, requeſted that they migtt 
continue the paſtime which Dame Perge had begon o⸗ 
yer night : whereunto they all conſ — and the lot fell 
vnto Dame Fr.iunces to pzopounde the ſecond queſtion, 


who adꝛeſling hir ſpeeche vnto F. 7. ſapde in this wyle. 


Noble goucrnoz,J will reherſe vnto you a ſtraũge hiſto⸗ 
rie, not kapned, neither bozowed out ot any olde aucthos 
ritie, but a thing done in deede of late daies, and not farre 
diſtant from this place where wee nowe rcmayne . It 
chaunced that a gentleman our netghbour being maried 
to a very fayꝛe gentlewoman, liued with hir by the ſpace 
of fower oꝛ fine yeares in great contentation, truſting 
hir no leſſe than he loued hir, and pet louing hir as much 
as any man coulde loue a woman. On that otherfide the 
gentlewoman hadde woon (vnto hir beautie ) a ſingular 
commendation fo2 hir chaſt and modeſt behauiour. Pet 
it happened in time that a luſt ie pounge gentleman (who 
very often reſozted to them) obfapned that at hir bandes. 
which neuer any man coulde befoge lim attapne: and to 
be playae, he woon ſo much in hir affections, that fo2get- 


ting both hir owne dutie and hir huſbandes kindnes, ſhe 


prelded hir body at tho commaunde ment ot this jouer, in 
which padime they paſſed long time by their polliticke 


gouernement. At laſt the friendes of this Lady (and e⸗ 


dane aden which the had eſpied eucrmuch fa- 
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miliaritie betwene the twoloners, and dꝛeading lealf it 
might bꝛeake out to their comon rep2och foke their ſiſter 
apart, and declared that the woꝛlde did iudge ſcarte well 
of the repapꝛe of that gentleman onto hir houſe; and 
that it ſhe did not fo2ceſee it in time, ſhe ſhoulde not onelyp 
leſe the good tredite which ſhe hir ſelfe had hitherto poſ- 
ſciſed , but furthermoꝛe ſhould diſtayne their whole race 
with common obloquy and repꝛoch. Theſe and ſundꝛy o⸗ 
ther godly admonitions of theſe ſiſters could not ſinke in 
the mind of this gentlewoman,foz the did not onelp ſtand 
in defizunce what any man coulde thinke ot hir, but alſo 
leemed to accuſe them, that becauſe they ſaw hir eſtimatt 
on(being their yonger) to growe aboue their owne, they 
had therfoze deuiſed this meane to ſet variance betwene 
hir huſbande and hir. The ſiſters ſ&ing their holeſome 
counſell ſo reiected, and hir continue ill in hir obſtinate 
opinion, adꝛeſſed their ſpeech vnto hir huſbande, decla ; 
ring that the w22lde iudged not the beſt, neyther they 
themſelues did very wel like of the familiaritie betwene 
their ſiſter and that gentleman, and therfoze aduiſed him 
to foꝛecaſt all perils, and in time to foꝛbid him his houſe. 
The huſband (on that otherſide) had alſo conceyued ſuch 
a go opinion of his gelf,x had growen into ſuch a ſtricte 
famyliaritie withhim,s pou might with moꝛe eaſe haue 
remaueda ſtone wall, than once to make him thinks a⸗ 
miſſe, epther ol his woe, oꝛ of hir louer: Yeaandimmes 
diatelp after this conference he would not ſticke thus to 
ſay vnto his wyfe. Beſſe: o ſo in dee was hir name) 
thau haſt thꝛer ſuch buſte bzayaed ſi ters, as J thincks 
th3:tly their heads will bꝛeake: they woulde haue me to 
ber iellous of thæ, no no Beſſe tc. fo that hee was not 
onelp tarre from any ſuch beliefe, but furthermoze dyd 
every dap enereaſe his curteũes towardes the louer. The 


lifters being thus on all ſides reieced; and pet perceiuing 


maze and moze an vnſeemely behamoar —_ 4 
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liſter and hir minis, began to melt in their owne greaſe: 


andſuch was their enraged pꝛetẽce ol reuenge, that they 
fubozned diners ſernants in the houſe to watch ſo dilli⸗ 
gently,as that this treaſon might be diſcouered. Amoglk 
the reft, one mayde of (ubtill ſpirite had ſo long watched 
them, that at laſt ſhe efpied them go into a chamber toge⸗ 
ther, and locke the deze to them: whereuppon ſhe ranne 
with all haſt poſſible to hir aiſter, and tolde him that if 
he would come with hir, ſhee woulde ſhewe him a very 
ſtraunge ſigbt. The gentleman (ſuſpeainge nothinge) 
went with bir vntill he came into a chamber neare vnto 
chat wherein they had ſhut themſelues, and ſhe poynting 
hir Maiſter to the keybole, bad him loke thꝛough, where 
he ſawe the thing which maſt might millike him to be⸗ 
bold, Where at he ſodaynelp dꝛewe his Dagger, and tur⸗ 


ned towmardes the mayde, who fled from him ſoꝛ feare of 


miſchiefe:but when he could not ouertake hir in the heat 
of his choller, he commaunded that ſhe ſhould fozthwith 
truſſe vp that littie which ſhe had and to depart his ſer⸗ 
uice: and befoze hir departure he found meanes to talke 
with hir, thzeatening that if euer ſhe ſpake any woꝛd of 
this myſtery in any place where ſhe ſhould come, it ſhuld 
colt hir lyte. The mapde foz feare departed in ſilence,and 
the Paſter neuer changed cofitenance eyther to his wife 
02 to hir peramour, but feyned vnto his wyfe that he had 
turned away the mayde vppon that ſodaine, foz that ſhe 
hav thowen a Kitchin knife at him, whyles be went a⸗ 
bout to cozrec a fault in hir cc. Thus the god gentleman 
d2anke vp his owne ſwette vnſerne euery day, encrea- 
fingeurteſie to the louer, and neuer chaunging :connte- 
naunce to his wyke in any tbing, but onely that he refray- 
ned to haue ſuch knowlege ol hir carnally as he in times 
paſt had, and other men haue of their wyues. In this ſozt 
he continued by the ſpace all moſt ofhalfe a peare, neuer⸗ 
thelelle lamenting his miſhap in ſallitary places, 9 
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(what moned him J know not) he fel agayn fo company 
with his wife as other men da, and as J haue heard it 
ſaied he vſed this pollicy: euery time that he had know- 
ledge of hir, he would leaue either in the bed, oꝛ in hir cuſ- 
ſhencloth, oz by hir loking glatte, oꝛ in ſome place wher 
ſhe muſt needes find it, a piece of mony which then was 
fallen to thꝛe halfpence: and J remember they called the 
Slippes, Thus he dealt with hir continually by the ſpace 
offoure oꝛ ſiue monethes , vſing hir neuertheleſſe very 
kindly in all other reſpeces,z pzouiding ſoꝛ hir al things 
neceſſary at the firſt call: But vnto his geaſt he ſtill aug⸗ 
mented his curteſie, in ſuche ſozte, that you would haue 
thought them to be ſwozne bꝛothers. Al this not withſtã⸗ 
ding his wife much muſing at theſe thꝛe half peny pee- 
ces which ſhe founde in this ſozte, and furthermoze, ha⸗ 
ning ſundzy times found hir huſband in ſolitarie places 
making great lamentation, ſhe grew enquiſitiue, what 
ſhould be the ſecret cauſe of theſe alteracions: vnfo who 
he would none otherwiſe anſwere, but that any mi ſhuld 
finde occaſion to be moze penſine at one time than at ans 
other. The wife notwithſtanding encreaſing hir ſuſpect, 
empoꝛted the ſame vnto hir loner, alledging therwithall 
that ſhe doubted very much leaſt hir huſband had ſome 
vehement ſuſpicid of their affaires. The louer encozaged 
hir,x likewiſc declared, if ſhe would be impoꝛtunate to 
enquire the cauſe, hir huſband would not be able to k&pe 
it from hir: and hauing now thzoughly enftruced hir. we 

dealt with hir huſband in this ſozte . One dap when ſhee 
knew him to be in his ſtudy alone, ſhe came in fo him, and 
hauing faſt locked the doze after hir, and coueyed the key 
into hir pocked, ſhe began firſt with earneſt entreatp, and 
then with teares to traue that he would no longer kepe 
from hir the cauſe of his ſodein alteration, The huſband 
diſſimuled the matter ſtill:at laſt ſhe was ſo earneſt to 


know foz what cauſe he left money in ſuch ſozt at ſundꝛ e 
L times, 
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times, that he aunſwered on this wiſe : M yfe (quod he 
thou knoweſt how long we haue ben maried togither, x 
how long J made ſo deare accompt of thee as euer man 
made of his wife: ſince which dayes,thou knowelt alſo 
how long J refreynedthy company, and how long again 
A haue vſed thy company leauing the mony in this ſoꝛte, 
and the cauſe is this, o lox as thou didſt behaue thy ſelf 
faithfully towards me, J neuer lothed thy company , but 
ſithens J haue perceiued the ts be a harlot, + therfoze did 
Jfo2 a time refreine and foꝛbeare to lie with the: 4 now 
Itan no longer foꝛbeare it, 4 do giue tbe euery time that 
Jive with ther a ſlip, which is to make ther vnder ſtande 
thine own whoꝛdome:and this reward is ſufficient foz a 
whoze. The wife began ſfontly to ſtand at defiance, but 
the huſ band cut off hir ſpeeche and declared when, where, 
and how he had ſcene it: hereat the womũ being abaſhed, 
and finding hir conſcience gilty of aſmuch as he had alled⸗ 
ged., fel down on hir knees, + with moſt bitter teares cra⸗ 
ued pardon, conteſling bir offence: whereat hir huſband 
(moued with pitie) t melting likewiſe in fluds of lamen⸗ 
tation,recofoztcd hir pꝛomiſing that if from that dap koꝛ · 
wards ſhe would be true vnta him, he wold not only foz- 


giue al that was paſt, but become moꝛe tender louing 


vnto hir than euer he was. What do I tary ſo long? they 
became of accozd: + in full accõpliſhment therof,the gent- 
{ewomaa didaltogither eſchew the companp.the ſpcech, 
(as much as in hir lay)the ſight of hir louer, although hir 
huſband did continue his curteſie towars him, and often 
charged his wife to maie him fair ſeniblant. The Louer 
was now onelp left in perpleritie, who knewe nothing 


greeued him, he could by no meanes obtcyne agapn the 
ſpeech of his deũred: hee watched all oppoztunitics, b& 
ſuboꝛned mcCangers,he w2ate letters, but all in vayne, 
* the end ſhce cauſed to be declared vato him a time and 


| place 


whatmight be oh ? cauſe of all theſe channges,4 that moſt 
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plate where ſhe would merte him and ſpeake with him. 
Being mett, ſhe put him in remembꝛance of all that had 
paſſed bet wene them: ſhhe lapedalſo befoze him howe 
truſty ſhe had bin vnto him in all pꝛofeſſions: ſhe confeſ- 
ſed alſo how faithfully hee had diſcharged the dutie cf a 
friend in all reſpects, and therewithall ſhe declared that 
hir late alteration and penſiuenes of mind was not with 
out great cauſe, fo2 that ſhe had oflate ſuch a miſhay, as 
might change the diſpoſition of anyliuing creature: Yea 
and that the caſe was ſuch, as vnlefſe ſhe found pꝛeſent 
remedx, hir death muſt nedes enſue and that ſpevcly:foz 
the pꝛeuenting whereof, ſhe alledged that ſhe had beaten 
hir bzaynes with all deniſes poſſible, and that in the end 
ſhe could think of no redꝛeſſe but one, the which lay only 
in him to accompliſhe. Wherfo2e the beſought him foꝛ all 
the loue and god will which paſſed betwene them, nowe 
to ſhew the fruites of true friendſhip, and to gratiſte hir 
with a fre graunt to this requeſt, The lover who had al⸗ 
ways ben deſtrous to pleaſure hir in any thing, but now 
cfpecially to recouer hir woated kindneCe, gan frankly 
pꝛomiſe to acco pliſh any thing that might be to him pol⸗ 
ſible, yea though it were to his great detriment: and 
there withall did deepely blame hir in that ſhe would ſa 
long toꝛment hir ſelfe with any grief, conſidering that it 
lay in him to helpe it. The Lady aunſwered, that ſhe had 
ſo long kept it krom his knowledge, bytauſe ſhe doubted 
whether he would be contented to perfo2me it oꝛ not, al- 
thogh it was ſuch a thing as he might caſely graat witb⸗ 
out any maner of hurt to him ſcit: « vit that now in p end 
the was foꝛced to aduẽture vpon his curteſie, being no ld, 
ger able to brar  burdf of hir grief the louer ſolicited hir 
moſt earneſtly to diſcloſe it:and ſhe (as faſt) ſeemed ta mi- 
truſt p he would not accõpl ih it. In the end ſhe tooke out 
a booke (which the had bꝛought fo2 the nouce and bound 
him be oth to accoplith it. The louer nn 
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lefſe than that enſued. toke the othe willingly: which don 
the declared al that had paſſed betwene hir e hir huſband: 
his griet, hir repentance, his pardon, hir vob, e in d ende 
of hir tale enioined the louer, that fro thencefozthwards, 


he ſhould neuer attempt to bzcak hir coſtant determina⸗ 


tion: the louer replied that this was vnpoſſible: but ſhe - 
plainly aſſured him, 5ᷣ if he graũted hir that requeſt, ſhe 
would be his friend in all honeſt godly wiſe : if not, ſher 
put him out of doubt that ſhe would eſchew his copany x 
flie from his ſight as from a ſcoꝛpion. The louer conſide⸗ 
ring that hir requeſt was but iuſt,accuſing his own gilty 
conſcience, remembꝛing the great curteſies always vſed 
by hir huſband, x therwithal ſeeing the caſe now bꝛought 


to ſuch an iſſue, as Þ by none other meanes than by this 


it could be cõceiled fro knowledge of the woꝛld: but moſt 
ok all, being vꝛged by his oth, did at laſt giue an vnwilling 
tonſent, ę vit a faithful pꝛomiſe to yeeld vnto hir wil in al 
things: and thus being become of one allẽt, he remaineth 


the deareſt friend t moſt welcome geſt that may be, both 


to the Lady t hir huſband, and the man e wife ſo kind ech 
to other) as if there neuer had bin ſach a bzeache betwene 
them. Now, of you noble Gouernoz J would fayn learn, 


whether the perplexitie of the huſband when he loked in 


at the key hole, oꝛ of the wife when the knewe the cauſe 
why the llippes were ſo ſcattered,o2 of the louer when he 


knew what was his Miſtres charge, was greater of the 


thꝛee? I might haue put in alſo the troubled thoughts of 
the ſiſters x the mayd, when they ſawe their god will re- 
iected,but let theſe the ſuffiſe, Gentle Zope (quod F. 7.) 
you haue rehearſed e that right eloquetly)a notable tale, 


oꝛ rather anotable hiſko2y,bycauſe you ſeeme to affirme, 


that it was don in deed of late, not far hence. Wherein J 
note fine eſpeciall pointes : that is a maruelous pacience 
in the huſband, no leſſe repentance in the'wyfe, no ſmall 
boldnelleof the mayd, but much moꝛt raſhnelle in 2 ſi⸗ 
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ſters, and laſt ofall.a rare tractabilitie in the louer. Ne- 
uertheleſſe to returne vnto pour queſtion. I think the hu 
bands perpleritie greateſt, bicauſe his loſſes abounded a- 
boue the reſt, g his iniuries were vncdõparable. The Lady 
Fraunces did not ſeæme to contrary him, but rather ſmpled 
in hir lleeue at Dame Perge, who had no leſſe patience to 
heare the tale recited,than the Lady Fr«ices had pleaſure 
in telling of it. but A may not rehearſe the cauſe oh, vn 
leſe A ſhuld tell all. By this time the fleeping houre apꝛo⸗ 
ched,+ the Ladies pꝛepared their departure, when as mi⸗ 
ſtres Frances ſaid vnto F. 7. Although pertaſe Jſhal not do 
it ſo handſomly as your miſtres, vit god Truſt (quod ſhe) 
if you vouchfafe it, Jcan be content to trim vp your bed 
in p beſt maner that J map, as one who would be as glad 
as ſhe to pꝛocure your quiet reſt.7. F. gaue hir gret thaiks 
deſiring hir not to trouble hirſelf, but to let his mi alone 
with that charge: thus they departed, and how all parties 
toke reſt that night J know not:but in the mozning F. J. 
began to cõũder w himſelt that he might lye long enough 
in his bed befoꝛe his miſtres would be apeaſed in hir peꝛ⸗ 
wiſh cöceipts:wherfoze he aroſe,+ being aparelled in his 
night gown,toke occaſion to walk in the gallery ner ads 
toyning vnto his Piltres chaber:baut ther might he walk 
long enough ere his miſfres would come to walk w him. 
Mhen dinner time came he wet into the great chamber 
wheras the Lozd of the caſtle ſaluted him being ioyful of 
his retouerp. F.. giuing dewe thanks, declared that his 
frendly entrefainemet togither with the great curteſie of 
the gentlewome was ſuch, as might reuinea mi althogh 
be were half dead. A would te loth (qd the hoſte) that any 
gentlemã cõming to me foz god wil ſhuld want any cur⸗ 
teſte of entertainmẽt » lieth in my power. Whe þ meat 
was ſerued to the table, the gentlewomẽ came in all but 
Dame Elynor ę miſtres Pergo the which F.. m arked ve- 
ry well, c it did ſomewhat a 
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his Hope came vnto him and demaunded of bim h̊ owe hee 
would paſſe the day fo2 his recreation? to whom he aun- 
ſwered euen as it beſt pleaſed hir. She dcuiſed to walke 
into the park, e ſo by little & litle to acquaint himſelf with 
the ayꝛe:he agreed,x they walked togither being attõpa⸗ 
nied with one oꝛ two other gentle womt. Vere(icaſt you 
ſhuld grow in ſome wꝛong cceit of F..) A muſt put you 
out of dout. that although ther were now moꝛe cauſe that 
he ſhuld miſtruſt bis miſtres than euer he had befoze re⸗ 
teiued, pit the vehemet paſſions which he ſaw in hir whe 
ſhe firff came to viſit him, moꝛeoner, the carneſt wozds 
which ſhe pꝛonoũted in his ertremity,were ſucha refreſh 
ing to his mind, as that he determined no moꝛe to trouble 
himſelf w like coceitps:chcluding further. if his miſtres 
wer not faulty, thẽ had he co:nitted a foule offfce in nied⸗ 
leſſe ielouſie, that i ſhe were faulty (eipeciallp with the 
Secretary )the no perſuaſion could amend hir, noʒ any paſs 
ſion help him: and this was the cauſe enabled him after 
ſuch palſing pangs to abyde the doubtfull concluſion, thus 
manſully and valiatly to rep2eſle feintneſſe of his mind: 
nothing doubting but that be ſhould haue wonne his Mi- 
ſtres to pardon his pꝛeſumption, 4 louingip to embzace 
his ſeruice in wonted maner, but he was far deceyued,foz 
ſhe was now in another tewne,the which Piſtres Fraz- 
ces began partly to diſcouer vnto him as they walked tos 
gither: fo; ſhee burdened him that his mallady pzocceved 
 onlyofa diſauiet mind. And ik it did ſo. my gentle Hope 
(quod be) what remedy? My god Tra (quod ſhe) none o⸗ 
ther but to plant quiet where diſauiet began to grow. J 
haue determined to (qꝭ he) hut Jmult traue the heipe of 
pour aſſur ed frifdſhip.
